It was put there iu harniony, doubtless, with 
the time-honored notion that everybody is, 
or ought to be, an aliendant on the services 
of the church by law cstabli.shcd in some 
parts of Her Majesty's dominions, and thus 
all would be notified by the written adver- 
tisement thus displayed. 

No one « ho has been closely obsurvaiil 
of 111'' .'enients in liiyh iinarlers of late, lias 
been taken by sinprise at this announce- 
ment. For ourselves, we have been in daily 
e.xpectancy of it, for some time past. Mr. 
Gary's public debut on Friday evening, was 
the last bngle-note of preparation^ That 
duly sounded, the Sheriff 'a 'notice Was the 
next event iu the natural and inevitable 
order of things. 

Many persons are osprossing astonish- 
ment and dissatiofttctiqn at the shortness of 
the notice given and suspect the sprini;in<; of 
a trap for the unwary. His E.\cellency's 
legal Aiviser, Mr. Attorney Goiieral, 1ms boon 
doubtless \n a position to enable his friends 
to make tlio most advantarrt'ous use of knowl- 
edge to whicli hisufFicial relations havegivLMi 
him reiiily access. I!ut as no i)artiL'ulnr 
time is siiecilied in nor recent iVaacbisc act 
and it especially proridcd that the mode of 
couduotiiig oluctious in Kngland shall hold 
good and be the saino in Vancouvor Island, 
subject to the specifications of our, Act, the 
following Imperial statute bears on the case, 
aad will be found to have beSi duly adhered 
to in the present instance : 16 and 17 Vict, 
chap.

81, bo and the same is 
hereby repealed, and in every city or town

days after the receipt of the writ or precept, 
giving lhr«e clear days notice at least of the 
day of election, exclusive of the day of pro- 
clamation and the dav of election." 

The election for Victoria District is ap- 
pointed for the 11th inst in accordance with 
another provision in the same statute with 
iteferenceto "any county, riding, ports or di- 
vision &c" by which the returning ofEccr is 
to give at least six days notice, and not more 
than twelve.
